H e r b e r t H o o v e r in hi a acceptance speech delivered at Palo 
Alto last August stated “the great new of any nation is its free­ 
dom from poverty and crime,” says the Princeton Union. 
In that same address Mr. Hoover also stated: 
“The government can be of invaluable aid in the promotion of 
business. The ideal state of business is freedom from those fluc­ 
tuations from boom to slump which brings on one hand the periods 
of unemployment and bankruptcy and on the other, speculation 
and waste. 
Both are destructive to progress and fraught with 
great hardship to every home. 
By economy in expenditures, wise 
taxation, urn! sound fiscal finance it cun relieve the burdens upon 
sound business and promote financial stability.” 
Now after the election has passed and the votes have been 
counted, we bear again from Mr. Hoover along these same lines. 
At a conference of governors in New Orleans on Wednesday of 
this week Ralph O. Brewster, of Maine, acting upon the request 
of Herbert Hoover, outlined a plan for the creation of a nation­ 
wide construction reserve of $3,000,000,000 to be released in times 
of over-production and unemployment. 
Mr. Hoover points out 
that “with the annual expenditure of $7,000,000,000 upon con­ 
struction America is in a position to stabilize prosperity to a most 
remarkable extent.” 
It would be rather difficult for most of us to see just how such 
a reserve construction fund could be handled, but undoubtedly it 
can be done. 
And one thing is certain, that there is no man in 
the country more able to outline the plan on which such a policy 
should operate than is Herbert Hoover. 
It will he a decidedly in­ 
teresting experience for this nation to have as its chief executive 
a man who is an engineer and capable of directing big business 
projects even to the mechanical details. 
But what is of most interest to the public in Mr. Hoover’s 
suggestion is the fact that it is evidence of his desire to eliminate 
poverty among the people of the United States. 
Herbert Hoover is above everything else a humanitarian, and 
it was largely because the voters recognized this trait in his char­ 
acter that they gave him the majority they did on November 6. 
It is most encouraging to find an individual occupying a high 
position, and who is recognized throughout the entire world as a 
man of such marked ability, who does entertain such a charitable, 
sympathetic attitude toward his fellowmen. 
Some of us have almost been led to believe that a kindly, sym­ 
pathetic attitude is evidence of lack of ability and general ineffi­ 
ciency. Herbert Hoover is a shining example of the fact that it is 
not necessary for a man to be hard and self-centered in order to 
be successful from a material standpoint. 
And it is quite refreshing to learn that the man who is to be 
chief executive of this nation for the next four years, at least, does 
not believe it is presumptuous for the common people to wish to 
enjoy a few of what might be termed the luxuries of life. 
After 
all we are all made of the same clay. In the words of Shylock we 
are “fed with the same food, hurt with the same weapons, subject 
to the same disease, healed by the same means, warmed and cooled 
by the same winter and summer.” And we do not believe that the 
good Lord ever intended that a chosen few of the earth should 
have the cream of the creation. 
Furthermore we believe any in­ 
dividual who allows his existence to I k * dominated by such an ideu 
is riding hard for a fall.

But what is of most interest to the public in Mr. Hoover’s 
suggestion is the fact that it is evidence of his desire to eliminate 
poverty among the people of the United States. 
Herbert Hoover is above everything else a humanitarian, and 
it was largely because the voters recognized this trait in his char­ 
acter that they gave him the majority they did on November 6. 
It is most encouraging to find an individual occupying a high 
position, and who is recognized throughout the entire world as a 
man of such marked ability, who does entertain such a charitable, 
sympathetic attitude toward his fellowmen. 
Some of us have almost been led to believe that a kindly, sym­ 
pathetic attitude is evidence of lack of ability and general ineffi­ 
ciency. Herbert Hoover is a shining example of the fact that it is 
not necessary for a man to be hard and self-centered in order to 
be successful from a material standpoint. 
And it is quite refreshing (0 learn that the man who is to be 
chief executive of this nation for the next four years, at least, does 
not believe it is presumptuous for the common people to wish to 
enjoy a few of what might be termed the luxuries of life. After 
all we are all made of the same clay. In the words of Shylock we 
are “fed with the same food, hurt with the same weapons, subject 
to the same disease, healed by the same means, warmed and cooled 
by the same winter and summer." And we do not believe that the 
good Lord ever intended that a chosen few of the earth should 
have the cream of the creation. Furthermore we believe any in­ 
dividual who allows his existence to be dominated by such an idea 
is riding hard for a fall.

Electric System. 
Street Lighting.

Carl Zapffe, president of the Water 
and Light Board, gave a most com­ 
prehensive address on the work of 
the board in the two departments, 
appearing 
first 
before .the 
Rotary 
club and then the Lions club. 
The 
essentials of his address are given 
herewith: 
The work of the Water & Light 
department is necessarily confined to 
those things that pertain ( I) to the 
supply, the use and the distribution 
of water and electricity; (2) to the 
financial requirements for supplying 
both water and electricity: (3) car­ 
ing for certain real estate and equip­ 
ment, and the special services that 
can be rendered to patrons and the 
city; and (4) providing the proper 
personnel constituting the organisa­ 
tion. 
This constitutes a continuing 
performance and requires constant 
attention and direction, irregardless 
of what major projects are being car­ 
ried to completion at any time. 
Having started more than a de­ 
cade ago to undertake and complete 
several undertakings of major pro­ 
portions. what, might we ask. are 
the problems of the future. 
In pre- 
senting anything regarding future 
activities, the old problems must be 
related, because the new problem 
are primarily, if not necessarily, the 
outgrowth of the elf! ones. 
For a dozen years now- the Board 
has been kept busy with two major 
projects. 
The one was building an 
entire new water system and the 
other was un entire new electric dis­ 
tribution system, and both projects 
had to be carried out w ithout intl r- 
rupting the services. 
In that work. 
of no small consequence were the 
facts that the old water system wag 
not only worn out but it was causing 
a large financial loss: whereas the 
electric system was of light construe 
tion and over-loaded and impossible 
of expansion without completely re 
building It, 
Adding to the burdens caused by 
tile above described physical condi­ 
tions, was the 
financial situation 
The old water system had beeu pur 
chased for $62,500. by resorting to a 
bond issue, and no portion of it had 
then been paid, because the serial 
payments did not

Carl Zapffe, president of the W ater 
and Light Board, gave a most com­ 
prehensive address on the work of 
the hoard in the two departments, 
appearing first 
before Jhe Rotary 
club and then the Lions club. 
The 
essentials of his address are given 
herewith: 
The work of the W ater & Light 
departm ent is necessarily confined to 
those things that pertain (I ) to the 
supply, the use and the distribution 
of w ater and electricity; (2) to the 
financial requirements for supplying 
both water and electricity; (3) car­ 
ing for certain real estate and equip­ 
ment, and the special services that 
can be rendered to patrons and the 
city; and (4) providing the proper 
personnel constituting the organiza­ 
tion. 
This constitutes a continuing 
performance and requires constant 
attention and direction, irregardless 
of w hat major projects are being car­ 
ried to completion at any time. 
Having started more than a de­ 
cade ago to undertake and complete 
several undertakings of major pro­ 
portions, what, might we ask, are 
the problems of the future. 
In pre­ 
senting anything regarding future 
activities, the old problems must be 
related, because the new problems 
are primarily, if not necessarily, the 
outgrowth of the old ones. 
For a dozen years now the Board 
lias been kept busy with two major 
projects. 
The one was building an 
entire new' water system and the 
other was an entire new' electric dis­ 
tribution system ,-and both projects 
had to be carried out without inter­ 
rupting the services. 
In that work, 
of no small consequence were the 
facts that the old w ater system was 
not only worn out hut it was causing 
a large financial loss; whereas the 
electric system was of light construc­ 
tion and over-loaded and impossible 
of expansion w ithout completely re­ 
building it. 
Adding to the burdens caused by 
the above described physical condi­ 
tions, w'as the financial situation. 
The old water system had been pur­ 
chased for $62,500, by resorting to a 
bond issue, and no portion of it had 
then been paid, because the serial 
payments did not begin until ten 
years after 
the bond 
sale. 
Just 
about the time the payments on the 
principal 
began, 
we sold 
another 
issue, of $300,000, which not only 
added much more interest to what 
had to be paid annually a t that time 
for the old issue, but the principal 
was insufficient to pay for every­ 
thing we w'anted to build. 
T hat is a brief description of the 
situation existing 12 years ago. 
It 
does not describe the many problems 
th at had to be met and solved as the 
work 
progressed, 
nor 
can 
anyone 
.surmise the difficulties that present­ 
ed themselves at times and whicn 
tended to obstruct progress. 
We are 
nowr virtually over the hill and can 
report a very satisfactory condition 
in every respect. 
Old Bonds Retired 
In 1908 the City, as already stated, 
voted $62,500 in bonds to buy the 
old water system, which was almost 
totally abandoned ten 
years later. 
T hat is an old story— 20 years now. 
The serial payments were deferred 
for ten years, and principal and in­ 
terest had to be paid out of earnings 
and not by taxation. 
All payments 
have been made promptly, and next 
fall we make our last payment and
